"under tie I itle of an Anſwer to Malice Defeated, or ſome Refleions 
n Madam Cellier's Caſe ; . I could not but wonder how. fo much wit 
md ingenuity, accompanied with ſo clear a Demonſtration of the Falla- 
:ies of my Book, could be crouded into fo narrow a compals as one 
ade of halt a ſheer of ſmall Paper, like Homer's Illiads in. a Nut-ſhell; 
And. how one ſingle Perſon could be ſo ſtrangely inſpird as to be 
the Anthor of it : For it ſeem'd to me as if all the wits of the Town
